Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1-4, 7, 9, 10, 20-22, 25, 26, 33-35, 38, 39, 46, 47, 50 and 51 are rejected as being 
allegedly unpatentable over Shirota et al, Jonas et al, and Bender et al. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the rejection of claims 1-4, 7, 9, 10, 20-22, 25, 26, 
33-35, 38, 39, 46, 47, 50 and 51 is moot in light of the cancellation of claims 1-4, 7, 9, 10, 20- 
22, 25, 26, 33-35, 38, 39, 46, 47, 50 and 51. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 be withdrawn. 

CONCLUSION 

In light of the above amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 
105-136 satisfy all the criteria for patentability and are in condition for allowance. Applicants 
request that the Examiner reconsider this application with a view towards allowance and solicit 
an early passage of claims 105-136 to issuance.
